We who are enjoying the peace and prosperity of this coun- 
try called Canada, which we may rightly and proudly call a 


_nation, perhaps do not always remember the men who worked R 


and thought’and planned that‘all the complicated threads of pio- 
neering which. included the’ courage:‘of the missionaries; the 
Frenchman's loyalty to creed, race and language; the love of lib- 
erty of the United Empire loyalists; and many other influences 
which went to mold Canadian institutions and'Canadian charac. 
ter. The men who were important in this work were called the 
Fthers of the Confedération; they were drawn together by a great 
idea, George Brown, a.native of Scotland, who had made Canada 
his adopted home, was a brilliant orator and newspaper writer, 
who was already well known. and exercised great influence 
through the Toronto Globe which he founded. Sir George 
Etienne Carter, a French-Canadian lawyer, used his persuasive 
powers in bringing Quebec into the union, He was made a 
knight for his services to the Empire. Sir Oliver Mowat was Al- 
ready a judge and was afterwards successively Premier of his 
native Ontario for twenty-four years, a member of the Senate 
and Lieutenant-Governor of the province he had served so faith- 
fully and well. Sir Charles Tupper commenced life as a physi- 
cian and practised his profession far over ten years before he 
went into politics. He held important offices in the cabinet and 
in 1884 was made Lord High Commissioner for Canada in Lon- 
don. In 1896 he was Premier for a few months/ but was de- 
feated by the Liberal party and after five years gave up all share 
in public life. He was, however, made a member of the Im- 
perial Privy Council in 1908. He died in England in 1915, at 
the age of ninety-four. Other men like Sir Samuel Tilly and Sir 
Alexander Galt, did much for the cause of Confederation. All 
did their work well and truly, but one man who carried a great 
part of the burden and did much to hold the nation together after 
it had been united, was John Alexander Macdonald, who was 
born at Glasgow, January 11, 1815. His father, Hugh Mac- 
donald, was a native of Sutherlandshire, but while a young man 
moved to Glasgow. In 1820, having failed in business he mig- 
rated to Canada and settled in the town of Kingston, Ontario. 
The father was still unsuccessful and in succession moved to two 
of the small neighboring settlements, Hay, Bay and Stone Mills 
on the Bay of Quinte. In 1836 the family returned to Kingston 
Mets the father was appointed to a position in the Commercial 
ank, 

Between the ages of ten and fifteen the lad attended the 
Kingston Grammar School. “‘I had no boyhood,” he once said 
to a friend, ‘from the age of fifteen | began to earn my own 
living.” 

In 1830, on leaving school, he commenced the study of law 
in the office of Mr. George MacKenzie. On February 6, 1836, 
he was called to the bar, immediately opened an office in Kings- 
ton, and soon had a good practice. 

In the municipal elections in 1845 he was elected alde: 


-and the same year married his cousin, Miss’ léabella Clark. pice 


Muédonald soon after her marriage became a confirmed invalid 
and until her death he was devoted to her. 

In’ 1844 he was elected to the legislative assembly. For 
the first few sessions he took little active part in the discussions 
of the legislature. He spent his time in making himself familiar 
with parliamentary forms and in the study of constitutional his- 
tory. The studioug young member soon attracted attention and 
in May, 1847, he was appointed receiver general, but a little 
later the ministry resigned. In the Coalition Ministry of 1854 he 
was chosen attorney general and three years later became Premier 
of the Province of Canada. 


Macdonald was the guiding spirit of the Quebec conference 
which met in 1864 to discuss confederation. He was chairmap 
of the committee that went to London to arrange the details ot 
the British North America Act, and for his services he was made 
a Knight Commander of the Bath. While in London he married 
Miss Bernard, daughter of Thomas Bernard of Jamaica. 

After confederation Sir John was chosen to form a ministry 
and became the first Premier of the Dominion of Canada. In 
1873 he resigned, and in the elections which followed his party 
was defeated. With his national policy and the cry of ‘Canada 
for the Canadians’ he was returned to power in 1878 and re- 
mained at the head of the government until he died in 1891, 

The election of 1891 was the last great effort of a long 
political career. The strain of the winter campaign with all its 
excitement was too much for the aged statesman. While at- 
tending a meeting at Napanee, Ontario, he took a chill from 
which be never recovered. 

Marks of favor shown him by his sovereign were a wreath 
of white roses on his breast as he lay in his coffin: ‘From Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria in memory of her faithful and devoted 
servant,’ and a patent of nobility conferred upon his widow as 
the Baroness Macdonald of Earnscliffe. A memorial service 
the first of its kind in honor of a colonist was held in Waeaisninsia: 
Abbey and a tablet was erected soon after his death in the c :

The most common table. linen 
tains are those from tea and cof- 
fee, When fresh these can be re- 
moved by spreading the stained 
part of the cloth over a hand bas- 
in and ‘turning on the: hot water 
faucet full, 80 the water will strike 
with force. The same effect can 
be obtained by pouring boiling 


’ ‘water through the stained portion, 


from a kettle held high above it. 


For cocoa or chocolate stains, 
sprinkle with borax and soak in 
cold water first and then treat with 
the hot water the same as for the 
tea or coffee. 

When a fruit stain is set by 
suds it is practically hopeless to 
try to remove it, except by the use 
of some acid, which is apt to 
weaken the fabric. Ordinary fruit 
stains will always yield to boiling 
water poured from a height. Oc- 
casionally, however, one will find 
an obstinate one requiring more 
heroic treatment. These can be 
removed by dipping into a solu- 
tion of oxalic acid. This, how- 
ever, must be used with care. As 
soon as the stain has been remov- 
ed immerse that portion of the 
cloth treated by the acid, into hot 
water and rinse through several 
other waters. Into the second 
rinsing water put a tablespoonful 

_of ammonia which will prevent 
damage in case any trace of the 
acid should remain in the fabric. 

To make a solution of oxalic 
acid, dissolve one ounce of the 
crystals in three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of hot water. Bottle and mark 
*‘Poison.” 

For wine stains apply a thick 
layer of salt directly on the fresh 
stain and then treat it with boil- 
ing water as for the tea and cof- 
fee stains.

Hip Disease — Housémaid’s 


I do not want you to think that 
hip joint disease and housemaid's 
knee are due to the same cause. 
They are not, but as I do not 
want to make my “Dictionary” 
too long I am including the two 
together. 

Let me have a little chat on 
housemaid’s knee first, because it 
will take less time than my chat 
on hip joint disease. 

The knee cap is a piece of bone. | 
It is a delicate piece of bone, and 
Nature always protects all deli-| 
cate things. ~Well, over our knee | 
caps, and below them, is a little 
flat bag of liquid as a protector. 

But if a man or woman does 
too much kneeling on a hard floor 
the little bag goes on strike, and 
gets inflammed, and then more, 
liquid is formed and wet the swol- 
len, puffy symptoms of house-| 
maid's knee. 

The treatment of this trouble is 
rest, with the leg up, and painting 
the puffy swelling with iodine. If 
this does no good, the doctor will

INVESTIGATING WESTERN RESOURCES 


In a very quiet way the government of the province of Sas- 
katchewan has been making a serious attempt to encourage the 
establishment of new industries in the province, particularly along 
the line of natural resources. 

Mr. T. M. Molloy who, for some time, has had charge of 
the Labor Bureau of the government, i# now Industrial Commis- 
sioner ae well, and he has done and ie doing some good work 
along industrial lines. The province has many natural resources 
which have lain dormant, either through ignorance of their value 
or lack of capital for development purposes. It is, of course, not 
the function ef the government to provide capital for private 
undertakings, but when investigation ie needed Mr. Molloy is 
seeing that expert help is provided and is also investigating the 
commercial possibilities of natural products. 

If a private individual or company believes that they have, 
say, a valuable coal deposit and boring operations are being con- 
ducted to test the seam, an expert from the department may be 
sent out who will guperintend the operations and set the seal of 

the government upon a report. Already seme good work has 
been done in this direction, in establiching the value of coal de- 
posite, clay deposits and various chemicals. The department is 
‘etill in ite infancy, but has a wonderful field ahead of it. Its 
benefits are obvious

It really is a wonder that more serious efforts are not made 
to develop the Pacific coast fisheries of Canada. The canning 
of salmon, of course, has been carried on for some time, but it 
has been done in such a wasteful manner that the more accessible 
atreams like the Fraser, are in serious danger of depletion. Some- 
thing also has been done in the halibut industry but apart from 
these two branches of piscatorial activity the wealth of our 
Pacific seas have been practically untouched. One of the finest 
edible fishes in the world is what is known as the black Alaska 
cod, and it readily lends itself to treatment. The banks west of 
the Queen Charlotte Islands and on the northwest coast of Van- 
couver Island, provide these fish in abundance, yet it is the 
rarest thing in the world to find any black cod on the markets 
of inland Canadian points. 

In European sea-bound countries the herring fishing is a 
very important industry and yet we find that although our 
Pacific waters everywhere swarm with these useful little fish, it 
is the rarest thing in the world to get a good kippered herring 
from British Columbia. Dealers will tell you that there are 
kippers put up at the Pacific coast but they are of a small size 
and poorly cured. If we do run across a decent kipper once in 
a while it invariably comes from the east. The reason for this 
is not far to seek. The bays and inlets of British Columbia are 
literally alive with herring at certain seasons of the year and the 
only fishing of them is done then. It is well known that the 
herring only come in shore at spawning time when they are 
unfit for food. In the European countries, where the herring 
industry is carried on successfully, the habits of the fish are 
studied and they are always taken in the deep sea. It seems to 
us that a tremendous source of wealth is being neglected in this 
respect. 


FINANCIAL PROSPECTS 


Canada at present is going through en inevitable period of 
readjustment, and as a result there has has been a good deal of 
disorganization of business, and in some cases real hardship. 

Prices that reached artificial heights during the stress of 


war conditions had to come down to normal levels; commodi- 
ties in daily use had to come to valuations that placed them 
within the reach of the ordinary householder; and there was a 
good deal of apprehension amongst those versed in econotnies 
that during the readjustment period there would be a consid- 
erable dislocation of business. 

It is true that there is and has been some hardshjp. The 
banks have tightened their purse strings; there has been. more 
unemployment than for years; and the reduction in the whole- 
sale price of many commodities has imposed considerable hard- 
ship on many retailers who were stocked up with goods for’. 
which they had paid the old prices. , ; :

gan to keep a few on their farms, 
the numbers have steadily increased 
year by year until now between 150,- 
00 and 290,000 sheep are owned by 
farmers in Saskatchewan, and this 
year approximately 750,000 pounds 
of wool were produced. 

But the raising of sheep has not 
advanced so much as the raising of 


horses. The provincial livestock 
commissioner claims that Saskatch- 
ewan is now the leading horse breed- 
ing province in the Dominion of 


Canada. The heavy draft horse with 
Tercheron, Clydesdale or Belgian 
b'ood in him, is the kind of animal 
to which bre s here are devoting 
their attention, and farmers need not 
go out of the province to sell at 
satisfactory prices all such horses 
they can raise. The tractor has not 
displaced horses on the Saskatch- 
ewan farms nor is it likely to do so 
now. Mo. farmers have tried both, 
or-have seen both tried, and have 
decided in favor of the horse. In 
1519 there were more than a million 
horses in Saskatchewan, and the 
number has steastily incrersed since. 
Many of these hersés are, perhaps, 
on the light side, but the light 
horses are being rapidly displaced 
by the heavier animals. The young 
draft horse weighing about 1,600 
rounds or more is what most of the 
f -mors in Saskatchewan are rais- 
ing, and the demand for horses of 
this type is far ahead of the supply. 

The quality of the horses that are 
being bred in Saskatchewan is ex- 
emplified by the successes at the 
International Show this year. The 
champion Clydesdale was a Sas- 
katchewan horse, “Wee Donald,” 
bred on the farm of L. Weaver, near 
Lloydminster, and the first prize 
stallion Belgiar-foal “Charles Deros- 
eke” is owned by Coe Brothers :nd 
was bred on their farm near Regina,

a horse owned by Paul Rupp, who 
on his farm at Lampman, in the 
south of the province, has probably 
the finest herd of Belgian horses on 
the continent. 

Like the horse and sheep indus- 
tries the cattle industry of Sas- 
katchewan has made substantial pro- 
gress during the last few years. The 
provincial livestock commissioner es- 
timates that there are now 100,000 
more cattle in the province than 
there were a year ago. This marks 
the ratio of increase that has been 
going om from year to year, and the 
end is not yet, for there is siill room 
for more cattle in the province than 
there are at present. In 1919 the 
total was 1,379,6 3 head, of which 
874,062 were milk cows. The pro- 
vineial government is devoting much 
attention to the livestock {ndustry, 
and buys cattle at the leeding mar- 
kets selling them at cost to farmers 
on easy payments. The time is with- 
in the memory of many of the resi- 
dents of the province when the only 
milk they ever got was the con- 
densed variety, and when thcir but- 
ter had also to be imported. Not 
many years ago a beginning was 
made with dairying. The province 
soon produced more butter thati was 
required to supply its own needs and 
had some to spare. During the last 
few years there has been a surplus 
for export to Great Britain, the 
United States, the Pacific . Coast 
points of Canada, and cities in East- 
ern Canada. Last year one hundred. 
and four carloads, or 6,622,000 
pounds of the highest quality of 
creamery butter left the ,rovince, 
while this year the tota) export bids 
fair to exceed 7,000,000 pounds. 

The side lines of this grain grow- 
ing province have, therefore, already 
assumed a position of considerable 
importance, and are becoming: in« 
creasingly important every year.
